SOUTH AMERICA. 


A good deal of uneasiness and excite- 
ment still exists in Chile since the late 
disturbances, but no fresh outbreak had 
occurred. 

The silver mines of Atacama are im- 
proving. The crops throughout the 
eountry are in a very promising cen- 
dition. 

The damages done by the earthquake 
at Copiapo are estimated at one and a 
half million of dollars. 

Mr. Bigler, the United States Minister 
to Chile,had succeeded in finally settling 
the affair of the American ship Franklin, 
hew some thirty years in Tiedate; we 
learn that Capt. McGuire takes home 
the money in payment of the claim. 
There is also a fair prospect of the other 
questions pending between the United 
States and Chile Governments being 
speedily settled. 

The troubks between the State of 
Ecuador and Peru appear to be at length 
drawing to acrisis. On the 7th Novem- 
ber, General Castilla sailed from Paita 
for with nearly ten thousand 
men and fourteen vessels of war, with 
the intention of invading the ‘country.

FRANCE. 


Letters of invitation from the French 
Government to the Powers which signed 
the treaties of Vienna, to send Plenipo- 
tentiaries to the forthcoming European 
Con had been dispatched. ©The 
seat of the Congress cael probably be 
Paris, the Governments of Russia and 
Austria having signified a preference for 
that capital. 

A Paris telegram to the ‘‘London Post” 
says that the Powers invited to send 
representatives to the Congress are those 
that signed the final act of Vienna, and 
the three principal Powers of Italy. The 
Congress will be thus composed of 
France, Britain, Russia, Prussia, Austria, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Sardinia, 
Rome, and Naples. 

It is reported that Cardinal Antonelli 
will represent the Pope in the Congress. 


ITALY. 


Chevalier Buoncompagnie haspostpon- 
ed his departure for Central Italy to as- 
sume the Regency. 

The Emperor Napoleon disapproves 
of his appointment, and has notified such 
disapprobation to the Sardinian Govern- 
ment. 

The Turin journals are unanimous in 
soca that the King of Sardinia can- 
not recede from his act. 

Parma, Modena, and Romagna, have 
tendered thanks to Prince Carignan for 
naming a substitute, and informed him 
that they accepted with gratitude the Re- 
gency of Buoncom ie. 

It was rumored in Paris that Gen. 
Garibaldi was about to resign, and retire 
to the Island of Sardinia. In confirma- 
tion of this, the ‘‘London Post’s’’ cor- 
respondent says that Garibaldi had sent 
in his resignation of the command of the 
army in Central Italy. 

The King of Sardinia accepted it, and 
named him Lieutenant-General of the 
Sardinian Army. 


MOROCCO. 


Two Britishiwar steamers had suc- 
ceeded in bringing off 350 Christians 
from the small ports of Morocco. 

A general massacre of fugitives 
was feared. 

The Spanish army under orders for 
Africa was estimated at 40,000, with 
80 Jager of rifled cannon.
